Cancel claims 1 and 2, which were non-elected without traverse.

The prior art of record fails to suggest the claimed bonding stage, particularly a 
supporting member with an inner space that is substantially filled with a ceramic 
insulation material. 

As noted in Applicant's response filed 6/20/05, Kuibara et al (US 2003/0150563) 
teaches a supporting member that supports the placement member and has an 
aperture portion that is joined in an airtight seal to the placement member, however the 
inner space of the supporting member is hollow. There is no suggestion to substantially 
fill the inner space of the supporting member with a ceramic insulation material.
